The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The prior art of record does 
not teach nor render obvious one or more remodulators optically communicating with the optical 
transmitters in the first set of optical transmitters, the remodulators placing information from the 
information-bearing optical signals of the first set of optical transmitters onto optical channels in 
the wavelength division multiplexed optical communication system, each of the remodulators
